THE ASPECTS OF SUITS AGAINST 
MACY’S. 


THe cases finally submitted to Judge Ray 
of the Circuit Court of the United States for 
the Southern District of New York, last 
month, both involved the general principle 
whether the owner of a copyright has the 
same control as the owner of a patent over 
the sale of the article for which the copy- 
right and patent laws grant a monopoly. 
The case of the Bobbs-Merrill Company 
vs. R. H. Macy & Co. involved the right 
of the complainant as owner of the copy- 
right of “The Castaway,” copyrighted May 
18, 1904, on each copy of which was printed 
notice that “the price of this book at retail 
is one dollar, no dealer is licensed to sell 
it at a less price, and a sale at less price. will 
be treated as an infringement of the copy- 
right,” to prevent the defendant from selling 
the book at a less price than one dollar. The 
case of Charles Scribner’s Sons vs. R. H. 
Macy & Co. involved the right of the con- 
plainant in the case of a number of books 
published at a net price, under the rules of 
the American Publishers’ Association, to pre- 
vent the defendant from selling these books 
at a price below the stated net price. 

In “The Castaway” case, examinations were 
had before J. A. Shields as examiner of 
Adolph Mackel of Ammon & Mackel as a 
representative bookseller, of Irving Putnam 
of G. P. Putnam’s Sons, as a representative 
publisher, jobber, and bookseller, and of John 
J. Curtis, secretary of the Bobbs-Merrill 
Company and manager of its publication de- 
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partment, all of whom testified to the effec; 
that the underselling of books tended to lower 
the value of a copyright, which Mr. Curtis 
estimated in the case of “The Castaway” 1 
have been of a value of about $50,000 at the 
time of the commencement of this suit. Mr 
Mackel and Mr. Putnam stated that the ef 
fect of underselling, as by the departmen: 
stores, was to discourage the sale of the 
book by “legitimate” booksellers, who would 
be less likely to make the book permanent 
on their counters and less likely to re- 
order. Stipulations agreed upon by the 
counsel for both sides were also submitted, 
setting forth the general facts of the organ 
ization and plans of reform of the Amer: 
can Publishers’ Association, and admitting 
the fact that “The Castaway” was sold }: 
R. H. Macy & Co. below the price of one do 
lar. 


In their brief for the Bobbs-Merrill Com- 


pany, Boardman, Platt & Soley, solicitors 
for complainant, set forth as Point 1: “The 
notice printed in complainant’s copyright 
book was effective to restrict the re-sale 


at retail to the net price specified in the 
notice. The sale by the defendants at ar 
duced retail price constitutes an infring: 
ment of complainant’s copyright.” Point 2 
set forth that: “Even if the conduct of th: 
defendants were not an infringement of com 
plainants’ copyright, the suit is maintainab! 
upon the contract theory.” In support 0! 
the first point it is argued that the decision 
of Judge Holland of the United States Dis 
trict Court in Pennsylvania, in the case %1 
the Bobbs-Merrill Company against N. Sne'- 
lenburg & Co. is not a controlling precedent : 
that the effectiveness of such a restrictive 
notice to control the retail price is well es 
tablished in patent cases, the leading cases 
cited being Victor Talking Machine Co. vs 
The Fair, decided by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in Illinois; Edison 
Phonograph Co. vs. Kaufmann, and other 
phonograph cases; Dickerson ws. Matheson. 
and other cases establishing the right of 
owners of a United States patent to prohibit 
the re-importation into the United States of 
a patented article as sold ‘abroad; and the 
Button Fastener Co. vs. Eureka Specialty 
Co., and the Neostyle case, upholding the 
right of patentees to license a patented ar- 
ticle for use exclusively with other articles 
of the patentees’ manufacture. The cas¢ 
turns largely upon the analogy between pat- 
ent law as interpreted in the Victor Talk- 
ing Machine case, and copyright law. 

In defence, Spiegelberg & Wise, solicitors 


a 
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for R. H. Macy, with John G. Carlisle and 
E. E. Wise, as counsel, set forth as Point 1: 
“The complainant fails to show impairment of 
any right protected by the copyright statutes.” 
As Point 2: “Owing to the difference both 
in the theory and in the letter of the patent 
and copyright statutes, the cases relied upon 
by the complainants are inapplicable to the 
question of copyright here presented.” As 
Point 3: “The decisions of the various Cir- 
cuit Courts and of the Circuit Courts of Ap- 
peals, interpreting the patent law and relied 
upon by the complainant, have never re- 
ceived the sanction of the Supreme Court 
and are in apparent conflict with its deci- 
sions.” As Point 4: “The complainants are 
parties to a combination which is illegal in its 
scope and intent both under the State law and 
under the Federal statutes, and the present 
action is brought for the purpose of enforcing 
one of the rules of such illegal combina- 
tion.” As Point 5: “Unless the court has 
jurisdiction by virtue of the copyright law, 
the complaint is defective, as there is a total 
failure to allege and prove any damage what- 
soever.” 

In the Scribner case, Stephen H. Olin, of 
counsel for the complainant, schedules the 
books copyrighted by complainants at fixed 
retail net prices, and sets forth as Point 1: 
“The rule for which we contend has been 
established in patent cases by decisions in 
this circuit, and by the recent decisions of 
the Circuit Court of Appeals” in the cases 
already referred to. As Point 2: “Macy & 
Co. are not only selling the plaintiffs’ books 
without a license, but they are inducing job- 
bers and booksellers to break their contract 
with complainants touching the monopoly of 
their copyrights.” As Point 3: “There can 
be no doubt that under the facts of this case 
the complainant is entitled to relief if the 
tule in‘ copyright cases is the same as in 
patent cases.” As Point 4: “The rules es- 
tablished in patent law apply to cases of copy- 
right.” As Point 5: “The decisions in copy- 
right cases cited by defendants do not estab- 
lish a rule different from the rules applied 
in the patent cases cited.” As Point 6: “The 
copyright cases show that in the three fields 
of making, using, and selling, the law closely 
agrees with the law of patents.” 

In reply, the same counsel for Macy & 
Co. make denial that any right under the 
Copyright statutes has been impaired, and 
therefore set forth as Point 1: “There being 
no diversity of citizenship, this court has no 
Jurisdiction.” As Point 2: “The complain- 
ants’ exhibits introduced on the examination 
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of Miss Kinnear and Mr. Emory are wholly 
incompetent, irrelevant and immaterial.” As 
Point 3: “The complainants’ brief discloses 
that whatever right of action, if any, exists, is 
the direct offshoot of the illegal agreements 
of an illegal combination.” 

It will be seen from this synopsis that the 
main point involved is the application of 
patent decisions to copyright law, as respects 
the protection of the price of the monopoly 
article on its final sale, though the complain- 
ants rely also to some extent on the theory 
of contract, and the defendants rely also to 
some extent on the anti-monopoly statutes 
as applicable to the American Publishers 
Association. The main contention raises a 
point comparatively new before the courts, 
and of so much importance that it is not un- 
likely to be appealed in any event until a final 
decision is had from the United States Su- 
preme Court.

A BOOKSELLER’S VIEWS OF HIS MISSION. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly. 


TuHeE following has been called out by Mr. 
Brisbane Walker’s talk to the Booksellers’ 
League, elaborated in the columns of the New 
York Evening Journal of February 9: 

Dear Sir: I desire to call your attention to 
the attached article, clipped from the New 
York Evening Journal of February 9, on “The 
Bookseller’s Important Work.” The para- 
graph which especially attracted my attention 
was the following: 

“We all want money—in reason—for pov- 
erty is slavery, and it means fear and de- 
pendence.” That’s it, “we all want money,” 
and I wonder how much I could borrow from 
the writer of this article, or, better still, how 
much would I need to show a profitable busi- 
ness at the end of the year were I to conduct 
my business on the philanthropic basis of try- 
ing to elevate the standard of reading among 
those who have been my customers for years. 

I know of no more certain method of com- 
mitting “commercial suicide” than to follow 
out the instructions laid down in the said 
article. 

Recommending fiction especially would be 
precisely like ordering dinner for another 
person to eat; about one chance in ten that 
vow would order something to suit. 
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I am constrained to believe that if such a 
policy were carried out, about the only com- 
forting thought of the bookseller at the end of 
the year would be the same as the man who 
‘had been poisoned by a mistake of the drug- 
gist, i.e., the poison was chemically pure. 

“Every man thinks his own crow 1s the 
dlackest.” Let us suppose we recommend an 
encyclopedia to a customer. He buys it, takes 
it home and shows his neighbor, (who has 
a different one,) his bargain. The result, 
nine times out of ten, is that the neighbor 
will convince your customer that he has been 
swindled, or at least been persuaded to buy 
-an inferior work because more profit would 
ibe made by the dealer than there would have 
‘been had he purchased the kind he (the 
weighbor) bought. 

Our instructions to clerks are prohibitive 
against the recommendation of books in gen- 
“eral. We allow them to say whether or not 
the book has met with popular favor, tell how 
‘it sells, etc., but never to recommend. If 
‘ecommended it may call to mind Mark 
“Twain's famous maxim, “If there were no 
difference of opinion, there would be no horse 
races.” 

I do not wish to be understood by the fore- 
gomg that I am personally in favor of the 
immense amount of rot that issues annually 
from our presses; far from it; I am taking the 
stand that I do from a commercial point of 
wiew only. 

One more point to show the fallacy of this 
article. The reading public are fickle; a 
Churchill, a Tolstoi, a Dixon, or any other of 
our great writers of the present day might 
launch a work to-morrow, equal in mental 
merit to any of their previous stories, and 
the sales may never reach mediocrity. We 
booksellers do not have to tax .our. memories 
to any extent to recall cases where we have 
given large advance orders for new publica- 
tions, based on the reputation of the author, 
only to find the sale nominal; yet, though the 
work may have been highly recommended by 
‘critic, publisher and merchant, it failed for 
some unknown reason to “go.” 

“All honor,” says the article, “to the book- 
seller that takes a high and generous view of 
his work in life.” So say I, but how often 
have we read of persons in history who were 
highly honored and yet starved to death. 

Considering the close competition and other 
drawbacks ever present, I would prefer to 
have inscribed as an epitaph on my head- 
stone, “Hic Jacet a successful book mer- 
chant.” Yours sincerely,

OBITUARY NOTES. 


WiuuAm Cutten Bryant, publisher of 
The Brooklyn Times, died on Wednesday, 
February 15, of apoplexy, in Dr. Cooley's 
Sanitarium, at Plainfield, N. J. Mr. Bryant 
was born in New York City in 1849 and was 
in his fifty-fifth year. He was treasurer of the 
Publishers’ Press Association and secretary 
and founder of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, and was prominent in 
political and social circles of Brooklyn. He 
was one of the best known men in the jour- 


nalistic profession throughout the United 
States. 


Wittiam Cowper Prime, the well-known 
art collector, who had been vice-president and 
trustee of the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York City for more than twenty years, 
died in New York City on Monday, February 
13.. Dr. Prime was born at Cambridge, N. Y., 
in 1825.. He contributed to the magazines 
poems and articles on coins, ceramics and 
wood engravings. Dr. Prime owned perhaps 
the finest collection of wood engravings in 
the world. It is understood that the collection 
will go to Princeton University. He was an 
enthusiastic fisherman. 


ALPHEUS SPRING PacKARrD, who has occu- 
pied the chair of Zoology and Geology at 
Brown University since 1878, and who was an 
authority of international standing on natural 
history and kindred branches, died at Provi- 
dence, R. I, on Tuesday, February 14, of 
septic poisoning following the extraction of 4 
tooth. Professor Packard was born 10 
Brunswick, Me., in 1839, and graduated from 
Bowdoin College in 1861. He was the at- 
thor of nearly 400 books and articles on scien- 
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tific subjects, and many of his books are text- 
books in important institutions. 


GenerAL Lewis WaALLAcE, (“Lew Wal- 
lace,”) former American Minister. to Turkey, 
and veteran of the Mexican and Civil Wars, 
died at his home at Crawfordsville, Ind., on 
Wednesday, February 15. General Wallace 
was born at Brookville, Ind., April 10, 1827, 
and was seventy-eight years old. Notwith- 
standing his honorable career as patriot and 
lawyer in many important national suits, Gen- 
eral Wallace was best known to the present 
generation as the author of “Ben Hur: a tale 
of the Christ,” first published in 1880, which 
has almost reached the half million mark and 
still sells steadily. His other books are fully 
up to the same standard of merit, but “Ben 
Hur” made one of the great popular successes 
of its generation. Among his best-known 
other books are “The Fair God,” a remarkably 
fine story of Mexico, 1873; “The Life of Gen- 
eral Benjamin Harrison,” 1888 ; “The Boyhood 
of Christ,” 1889; and “The Prince of India,” 
1893. 

Henry Kicorns, the founder and senior 
member of the Kiggins & Tooker Company 
of New York, died at Elizabeth, N. J., on 
February 3. Mr. Kiggins was born in Eliza- 
beth, in 1815, and at fifteen years of age ob- 
tained employment in David Meeker’s dry 
goods store in Elizabeth. In 1832 he became 
clerk in John J. Bryant’s bookstore, and in 
1826 bought out the business and conducted 
it until 1846, when he sold out to Samuel 
Pierce. In that year he commenced the man- 
ufacturing of blank books in Elizabeth, but 
in 1847 formed a co-partnership with A. W. 
Kellogg under the firm name of Kiggins & 
Kellogg, and moved the business to 10 John 
Street, New York. Shortly afterwards, the 
business having grown, the firm moved to 88 
John Street, and in 1856 went into the store 
it nOw occupies at 123-125 William Street. In 
1866, after a partnership extending over nine- 
teen years, Mr. Kellogg retired, and the busi- 
ness was continued by the firm of Kiggins & 
Tooker Company, Charles P. Tooker and 
Isaac C. Kiggins being admitted. This co- 
partnership existed for sixteen years until 
1882, when it was dissolved and a stock com- 
pany formed, of which Henry Kiggins was 
made president, which position he held until 
the spring of 1885, when he resigned as presi- 
dent-and retired as an active member of the 
company.

THe HAMMERSMARK PuBLISHING CoMPANY 
of Chicago have just brought out a metrical 
drama by a new writer, entitled “The Sax- 
ons: a Drama of Christianity in the North,” 
by Edwin Davies Schoonmaker. 


THrRouGH the courtesy of a friend the Re- 
vell Company have printed a large edition of 
Campbell Morgan’s account of the great re- 
vival that is just now sweeping over Wales. 
The publishers report that these pamphlets 
are for free distribution as long as the edition 
holds out. 


CHARLES SCRIBNER’s SONS have in press a 
new volume by James Huneker, author of 
“Overtones,” etc., to be entitled “Iconoclasts,” 
a book of dramatists. The book is the result 
of pilgrimages to many of the European cap- 
itals, where the author studied the revolution- 
ary Continental playwrights of to-day. The 
book opens with a study of Henrik Ibsen, to 
whom the largest space is devoted, and all of 
whose plays are for the first time fully de- 
scribed and analyzed. The author then writes 
about the works of August Strindberg, Henry 
Becque, Gerhart Hauptmann, Paul Hervieu, 
“The Quintessence of Shaw,” Maxim Gorky’s 
“Nachtasyl,” Hermann Sudermann, Princess 
Mathilde’s play, Eleonora Duse, and Gabriele 
D’Annunzio, Villiers de Il’Isle Adam, and 
Maurice Maeterlinck. 


* A. C. McCiure & Co. will publish shortly 
a reprint of the English edition of 1703 of the 
“Voyage to North America,” by Louis Ar- 
mand de Lom D’Arce, third Baron de Lahon- 
tan, edited, with notes, etc., by Reuben Gold 
Thwaites.. The work will be in two volumes, 
It describes the life of the whites and sav- 
ages of New France. The baron travelled for 
ten years from Montreal to Quebec as far 
west as the Mississippi. He was sent to New 
France in 1683, when only seventeen years 
old, and recalled in 1693 to become King‘s 
Lieutenant at Plaisance, under Governor De 
Brouillan. But he fled from his island post 
at the end of that year, taking refuge in Por- 
tugal, Holland, Denmark, Spain, England and 
Hanover. The letters from these countries 
form the latter part of the “Voyages.” The 
forthcoming work wili contain facsimiles of 
the title-pages of the original edition and of 
eighteen full-page illustrations and five maps. 
It will also include the “Dialogue with 
Adario.” 


A NEW series which promises to be of pe- 
culiarly practical interest and especial im- 
portance is to be begun shortly by A. 
Barnes & Company. It will present books by 
men of such distinction as the Rev. Dr. 
Charles Cuthbert Hall, president of the Union 
Theological Seminary; the Rev. Washington 
Gladden, the Rev. Dr. William C. Bitting and 
the Rev. Dr. William Douglas) Mackenzie, 
president of the Hartford Theological Sem- 
inary. The editor of the series, the eminent 
clergyman and writer, Rev. Dr. Henry A. 
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Stimson, has written the first book in the 
series, The Right Life, a title which comes 
with peculiar aptness at a time when various 
kinds of life not necessarily fundamental have 
received much attention. This series, which 
is essentially practical and modern, applies 
the latest results of scholarship and study of 
modern conditions to such questions as What 
are we to believe? What is the Bible to-day? 
What is The Right Life? What is the moral 


law in business, and other subjects which 


come home to thinking people. It is believed 
that the series will be original in its plan and 


scope, and the freshness, interest and author- 


itative character of the treatment will invest 


these books with a unique distinction. 


Fox, Durrrecp & Co. will publish on the 
1sth of March, in two volumes, the “Letters 
of Henrik Ibsen,” translated by John Nilsen 
Laurvick. The entire collection in this vol- 
ume, which has been made by a son of the 
great dramatist, with his father’s sanction 


covers a period of about fifty years, from 1849 


to 1808. Among those to whom letters are 
addressed are King Charles of Sweden, Georg 
Brandes, the Danish critic; Bjérnstjerne 
Bjérnson, William Archer and Edmund 
Gosse, as well as an interesting circle of less 
celebrated friends. Ibsen’s genius has at- 
tracted so many readers and admirers, who 
have nevertheless been puzzled as to his per- 
sonality, that the self-revelation in these let- 
ters is certain to attract considerable atten- 
tion this spring. Early in April they will 
bring out a work of fiction entitled “Hester 
of Vermont,” a romance of Old Bennington 
in Revolutionary times, by Theodora Peck, 
with illustrations. Later in April they will 
publish a work entitled “Japanese Life and 
Character,” by Kakuzo Okakura, an explana- 
tion, from one of the most talented of living 
Japanese, of the qualities that make the Jap- 
anese character unique. How the Japanese 
do things, a theme which has for a long time 
interested students of their art and civiliza- 
tion, is more than ever to the fore since the 
splendid record they have made in their war 
with Russia. Mr. Okakura’s discussion of 


his countrymen is timely in the highest de- 
gree. 


_ Tue Universiry or Cxicaco Press has 
just published “Studies in Ancient Furni- 
ture,” by Miss C. A. Ransom. The frontis- 
piece, a colored lithograph, shows an elabor- 
ate Roman couch of the fourth century Bc, 
and 29 plates and 60 text figures fully illus- 
trate other furniture of the ancients. The 
book, a large quarto, will prove interesting 
to archeologists, as well as to students of 
furniture design in this and other ages. The 
press will publish on March 1, in two vol- 
umes, “Studies in General Physiology,” by 
Professor Jacques Loeb, now at the Univer- 
sity of California, containing a résumé of the 
mvestigations of this eminent biologist dur- 
ing the past twenty years. The following 
works are announced for early publication: 
The Progress of Hellenism in Alexander’s 
Empire,” a compendium of the long and bril- 
lant development of human culture under 
Greek influence; “The Higher Life of Chi- 


oe 








cago,” which deals with the uplifting ele- 
ments in the life of a great city; “The Mes- 
sianic Hope in the New Testament,” a new 
book by Professor Shailer Mathews, of the 
Divinity School of the University of Chicago, 
in which the author investigates to what ex- 
tent the concepts of the New Testament 
writers were essential and to what extent 
formal; or, in other words, seeks to deter- 
mine whether these concepts were of univer- 
sal or of local application; also, The Barrows 
Lectures in India for 1902-1903, delivered by 
President Charles Cuthbert Hall and entitled 
“Christian Belief Interpreted by Christian 
Experience,” which presents the esesential 
principles of the Christian religion to the edu- 
cated members of other religions in India and 
the far East.
